It is be¬ 
lieved he fell ill and became 
short of breath while on 
his annual round-the-world 
cruise and was taken ashore 
in Mexico 10 days ago. He 
had been receiving treat¬ 
ment for lung cancer for 
more than a year, sources 
close to the multi-million¬ 
aire also said last night. 

Wolves hero Steve Bull 
led the tributes to the great 
man, saying he ‘put his 
heart and soul’ into Wolves. 

A minute’s silence was 
held before last night’s FA 
Cup game against Fulham, 
while both sets of players 
also wore black armbands.

VICTORY IN PUB 
CO-OP BID FIGHT 


FAMILIES campaigning against plans 
to build a convenience store on the 
car park of a pub are celebrating this 
week after it was rejected. 

Hundreds of people had signed a petition 
opposing New River Retail’s £lmillion plan 
for the Co-Operative store next to the Haden 
Cross Inn in Halesowen Road, Cradley Heath. 


The company said the 
proposal would not alter the 
pub, but residents feared it 
could impact on the popu¬ 
lar watering hole’s future 
with the number of parking 
spaces for it reduced from 
30 to five. 

This week, Sandwell 
Council planning officers re¬ 
jected the firm’s proposal on 
the grounds of overdevelop¬ 
ment and a lack of parking. 

The store would have had 
eight car parking spaces. 

Application 

Tim Haskey, who lives 
opposite the pub, has led the 
Friends of Haden Cross Inn 
group in opposition to the 
planning application. 

The group was due to hold 
a public meeting at the pub 
last night. 

He said: “I am delighted 
with the news. 

“I would like to think the 
community, in getting to¬ 
gether and providing a loud 
voice to express our con¬ 
cerns, was heard and helped 
influenced the decision. 

“The issues were simple. 
There was no space for the 
convenience store and we 
wanted to protect our pub, 
which is well used by the 
local community.” 

The 47-year-old, who 
works in insurance services, 
added: “But we are not com¬ 
placent. We will continue 
to keep an eye out for any 
future plan and do what we 
can to protect our pub.”

The campaign group has 
submitted an application to 
get the pub recognised as an 
‘asset of community value’. 

Under the listing, the pub 
has to be offered to the com¬ 
munity if put up for sale. 

Cradley Heath and Old 
Hill ward Councillor Anne 
Shackleton, who has also 
played a role in the cam¬ 
paign, said this was a victory 
for residents. 

“This is tremendous news 
for local people because 
the community have come 
together to fight this pro¬ 
posal,” she said. 

“This is an outcome which 
is right for the neighbour¬ 
hood and it is a triumph for 
the local community. 

“The campaign will con¬ 
tinue to ensure it helps save 
this valuable public amen¬ 
ity.” 

New River Retail, which 
owns the Haden Cross Inn, 
said the proposals had been 
designed to help safeguard 
the pub’s future. 

It was one of more than 
200 acquired by New River 
Retail from Marston’s. The 
new store would have cre¬ 
ated up to 20 jobs, according 
to the firm. 

A double garage would 
have been demolished to 
help make way for the new 
store, along with cycle, plant 
and bin storage areas.

OFFICIALS at a Tipton nursery are 
celebrating after ridding themselves 
of an inadequate rating they always 
felt was undeserved. 

Tipton Toddlers has raised ques¬ 
tions about Ofsted’s inspection process 
after the site was judged to be good 
only weeks after being told there was 
need for dramatic improvements. 

Bosses were stunned when they 
were told last summer that standards 
at the nursery had dropped from out¬ 


standing to the lowest possible rating. 

The inspector raised concerns on 
children’s behaviour and how acci¬ 
dents are recorded. Some were said 
to have been observed ‘wandering 
around aimlessly’, while youngsters 
were said to ‘grab toys’ off each other. 

Officials at the Groveland Road 
nursery felt the findings were unfair 
and made an official complaint, with 
the inadequate grading having huge 
repercussions for the nursery. 


The new inspection called the site 
a ‘welcoming and friendly nursery’ 
where children ‘feel safe and secure’. 
While the management had come in 
for criticism in the earlier report, it 
has now been hailed as being strong. 

Managing director Kerry White- 
house said: “One inspector’s interpre¬ 
tation can be different to another’s. 
Within eight weeks, another inspector 
says we are good. It was an extreme 
blow, we felt it was a farce.” 


Tulip jobs 
at risk as 
supplies 
deal fails 

NEARLY 80 jobs are at risk 
at a Tipton factory run by 
food group Tulip after it lost 
a major contract. 

The firm has confirmed it 
has entered into consulta¬ 
tion with employees at the 
plant over proposed changes 
to shift patterns ‘following 
the loss of significant vol¬ 
ume’ with a customer. 

Tulip is the biggest pork 
products supplier in the UK 
and supplies raw and cooked 
meats to many major retail 
and supermarket chains. 

It is not disclosing the 
name of the customer in¬ 
volved with the lost work 
but staff said they believed 
it was Tesco. 

It will mean the loss of an 
entire shift at the George 
Henry Road factory, bring¬ 
ing the number down from 
three to two, and as a result 
78 jobs are at risk. Around 
530 full-time staff are em¬ 
ployed there at present. 

The company said it 
hoped those threatened by 
the change might be able to 
transfer elsewhere within 
the Tulip business. 

Group HR director Kirsty 
Wilkins said: “Whilst our 
commercial team is working 
hard to replace the lost vol¬ 
ume the harsh reality is that 
we are operating in a very 
challenging marketplace 
and therefore need to take 
the necessary measures to 
ensure the site can remain 
competitive.”

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Children's social care on the mend 


AN under fire children’s social care 
department in Sandwell has been 
boosted after it was judged to be 
making ‘good progress’ in a new 
report. 

The council’s Children’s Services 
were heavily criticised by two Of- 
sted reports in 2013 and declared 
inadequate. 

Since then the service has been 
restructured in a bid to stop chil¬ 


dren having their social worker 
frequently changed and to remove 
inefficient working practices. 

The Local Government Associa¬ 
tion (LGA) carried out an independ¬ 
ent peer review in November and 
found good progress had been made 
in several areas over the last year. 

Its report said there had been 
strong leadership and an increas¬ 
ingly stable workforce. 


But it also found the service was 
missing opportunities to learn from 
complaints, feedback and examples 
of good practice. 

The report’s author, Peter Rent- 
ell, concluded: “The key message 
now is to just keep on with it. The 
basics are on the whole happen¬ 
ing and there now needs to be a 
greater sense of purpose and pace 
and an absolute focus on quality 


of practice.” In light of the LGA’s 
findings the council will be subject 
to another Ofsted inspection in the 
coming weeks. 

At a recent Cabinet meeting, 
leader Darren Cooper said he was 
confident children’s social care had 
turned a corner. “From what I have 
read I am quite confident that we 
are moving significantly in the right 
direction,” he said.

Homeless 
get help 
in £250k 
scheme 

DOZENS of homeless peo¬ 
ple across the Midlands will 
be supported through a new 
£250,000 scheme to help 
them find accommodation. 

Vulnerable people who 
find themselves on the 
streets are to be helped 
through the project follow¬ 
ing a successful bid for gov¬ 
ernment cash. 

The funding will be used 
to set up a new service based 
on the Housing First model 
which was developed in the 
United States. It is intended 
to provide permanent ac¬ 
commodation to people 
directly from the streets 
rather than a graduated 
approach involving a suc¬ 
cession of hostels and treat¬ 
ment programmes.

Mr Adams said: “My friend’s daugh¬ 
ter has got a rare condition and is in 
and out of Birmingham high depend¬ 
ency unit, she lives in a bed wheel¬ 
chair.” 

Mr Cook and Mr Hall are both 29 
and from West Bromwich. Mozza 
Quilt, 37, is 21-year-old Callum’s fa¬ 
ther. They are both from Walsall. Mr 
Adams took over the Marston’s pub in 
Alma Street with his wife Laura four 
months ago after quitting his career 
as a lorry driver.

JLR to bring in 
1,300 new jobs 

CAR-MAKER Jaguar Land 
Rover is creating 1,300 
new jobs after announcing 
its newest model will be 
made in Britain. 

The announcement has 
been hailed by the Govern¬ 
ment as an ‘endorsement’ 
of the health of UK’s au¬ 
tomotive industry and a 
boost for the economy. 
The jobs will be created at 
JLR’s Solihull plant where 
the firm will build the new 
Jaguar SUV model. 

The car giant sold 
462,678 vehicles worldwide 
in 2014 , up nine per cent 
on its 2013 total.

CHOP down laurels. Chop down apple tree. Chop down 
hydrangeas. Burn the lot in the brazier. Slash, hack, burn, 
burn, burn. Gardening. It’s a man thing. But only in Jan¬ 
uary. 


A FEW days ago I wrote about the curious veil of silence 
which has descended on the Scottish bin-lorry tragedy. 
Six people were killed on December 22 when the lorry ca¬ 
reered along the pavements of Glasgow. Yet all has gone 
very quiet. The city council says it will never identify the 
lorry driver or crew. Now, a senior Scottish lawyer says it 
could be years before the bereaved and injured are told 
what happened. He condemns Scotland’s fatal-accident 
inquiry process as flawed and “bordering on inhumane.” 
So far, no decision has even been taken on whether an 
inquiry will be held. You might imagine that Scots would 
be demanding answers to this appalling national tragedy. 
But the majority of comments I can find online insist the 
authorities know best and all will be sorted out eventually. 
I can only conclude that folk have more faith in their lords 
and masters north of the border than we have down here. 


BACK in August I asked, in my cynical old way, whether 
William Pooley, the Ebola nurse, would feature in the New 
Year Honours List for risking his life to save the lives of 
others - “or does he have to sing pop songs, row a boat 
or ride a bike very fast as well?” In fact Pooley got noth¬ 
ing. Honours went to an actress who can impersonate Cilia 
Black, a fashion designer who invented the mini skirt 50 
years ago, and to Joan Collins, presumably for being Joan 
Collins for all these years. Fine priorities, eh? 


IN Wednesday’s Thought for the Day (Radio 4) an An¬ 
glican bishop, Nick Baines, delivered a little homily, con¬ 
demning protests in Germany against “the Islamisation 
of the West.” He asked: “Why is it that in such matters, 
perception is so much more 
powerful than reality? Why is 
it that the fires of fear are so 
easy to stoke?” Five hours 
later Islamist gunmen burst 
into the offices of a satirical 
magazine and slaughtered 
a dozen Parisians. You were 
saying, Bishop . . .?

Experts called in over hall revamp bid 


DEVELOPERS behind plans to 
revamp a historic hall have called 
in experts to address campaigners’ 
concerns over the impact on the 
countryside and the community. 

It will cost BCG Lakes, the own¬ 
ers of listed Great Barr Hall, an esti¬ 
mated £20 million to transform the 
site into a hotel and conference cen¬ 
tre. The consortium and Lapworth 
Architects submitted a planning 


application to redevelop the derelict 
hall on the Walsall-Sandwell border 
in December 2013. 

Under the proposals, the site off 
Chapel Lane would be transformed 
into a conference venue and 57 
homes. The main hall would be 
transformed into a hotel. 

But campaigners fears the plans 
will affect the countryside and cre¬ 
ate traffic problems in the vicinity. 


While English Heritage and Walsall 
Council have asked the owners for 
more details about the community 
benefits of the scheme. 

The council’s planning depart¬ 
ment said that it was waiting for 
Lapworth Architects to provide the 
extra information requested. Mike 
Kalam, of Lapworths, said: “We are 
working to address the questions 
that the council has put forward.” 


Beacon Action Group (BAG) has 
led a campaign against the scheme 
held a public meeting 12 months 
ago to air the community’s views. 

BAG’S chairman Bob Winkle said: 
“Residents still have serious objec¬ 
tions to the application and the 
harm to the local community that 
would arise from such a develop¬ 
ment in the historic parkland and 
green belt.”

It was a move brought in 
to stop benefits tourism as 
other authorities withdrew 
support altogether. 

Shadow work and pen¬ 
sions secretary Rachel 
Reeves said she was ‘sympa¬ 
thetic’ to the council. 

The policy is similar to 
Labour’s own national to 
stop jobless EU migrants 
claiming jobseekers’ allow¬ 
ance for up to two years. 
But it was rejected by a 
High Court judge last year, 
leaving the council to have 
to find another way to make 
up the shortfall. 

Miss Reeves told said: 
“I’ve spoken to the leader 
of Sandwell Council, Dar¬ 
ren Cooper, about it and 
I’m sympathetic to the sit¬ 
uation. 

“Local authorities have 
seen their funding cut by 25 
to 40 per cent while the Gov¬ 
ernment has made major 
changes to council tax ben¬ 
efit. 

“That leaves a black hole 
in the finances. 

“We want to be able to 
reward hard work and we 
think people who have paid 
in should be entitled to a

higher rate of jobseekers’ al¬ 
lowance. People should not 
be entitled to benefits until 
they have lived here for two 
years. 

“So I’m sympathetic to 
what Darren and Sandwell 
Council were trying to do. 

“What we need is a fairer 
settlement for local author¬ 
ities.” 

Councils had to come up 
with their own arrange¬ 
ments after the Government 
scrapped council tax benefit, 
with some scrapping dis¬ 
counts for working age peo¬ 
ple and others absorbing the 
cost in their own budgets. 

Sandwell Council had 
decided to absorb the cut 
within its own budget but 
introduced the residency 
test so that it only gave 
support to people who had 
already been eligible for it, 
denying it to new arrivals. 

The policy affected people 
who had lived overseas or 
even just a few miles away 
over the border in places 
like Dudley before moving 
to Sandwell.

Drug equipment found in fire

A SEVERE fire which ripped through a 
Smethwick building led police to discover 
a stash of drug-making equipment inside. 

More than 30 firefighters tackled the 
blaze in Rolfe Street at its height. 

The fire broke out late Thursday night 
and crews remained at the commercial 
premises, which is not occupied, until early 
Friday. The roof of the property was de¬ 
stroyed and the frontage, just inches from 
the road, was left charred.

FOUR in 10 Black Country 
youngsters are fat when 
they leave primary school, 
new figures show. 

And around a quarter are 
overweight when they are 
just four years old. Public 
Health England has re¬ 
leased the shocking figures, 
for which Wolverhampton 
tops the fat league in the 
West Midlands. In the Black 
Country and Staffordshire, 
the figures tower above the 
national averages, particu¬ 
larly for 11-year-olds. 

In England, around 33 
per cent of children are 
overweight when they leave 
primary school, but in the 
Black Country this rises to 
around 40 per cent. Wolver¬ 
hampton is joint-worst in 
the West Midlands for fat 
four-year-olds with 26.4 per 
cent deemed overweight or 
obese, the same as in Dud¬ 
ley. 

Public Health England 
released the child obesity 
figures as it launched its 
Change4Life campaign to 
encourage parents to cut 
down on the sugar their 
children consume. Profes¬ 
sor Kevin Fenton, national 
director of health and well¬ 
being at Public Health Eng¬ 
land, said: “We are all eating 
too much sugar and the im¬ 
pact this has on our health 
is evident.

2,800 workers lose their jobs at councils 


MORE than 2,800 jobs in 10 councils across 
the West Midlands have been axed over the 
past two years. Official accounts for each 
authority show almost £57 million has been 
spent on ‘exit packages’ for workers who 
went either voluntarily or through compul¬ 
sory redundancy since 2012. 

The cuts have come as councils have seen 
their funding slashed. 

Wolverhampton City Council alone made 
546 people redundant in 2013/14. 

Of those 99 went compulsorily while the 
rest took voluntary redundancy. 

It was a bigger year for job cuts than 


2012/13, when 119 went. The bill for redun¬ 
dancy in 2013/14 came to £6.1m compared 
with £1.7m the year before. 

The figures are the latest available to 
have been audited and will not include the 
loss of the city council’s chief executive, 
Simon Warren, who retired due to ill health. 

Sandwell Council wielded the axe far less. 
It lost 187 jobs in 2013/14, compared with 
129 the year before. 

The bill came to £5.8m last year as op¬ 
posed to £3.3m in 2012/13.Dudley Council 
made 210 people redundant in 2013/14 on 
top of 141 the year before. 


It cost £3.2m last year and £2.7m in 
2012/13. Walsall Council axed fewer jobs 
in 2013/14 but at a greater cost. The fig¬ 
ures show there were 279 redundancies in 
2012/13 and 230 the year after. 

The costs, however, increased from £3.4m 
to £4.5m. 

At Staffordshire County Council there 
were 83 teachers in receipt of ‘exit pack¬ 
ages’ and 514 other members of staff, cost¬ 
ing £12,933,146. 

The year before it had been £10,644,993 
for 100 teachers and 399 others. 

Cannock Chase Council spent £734,000 


on 16 exit packages in 2012/14, dropping to 
£259,000 for four the following year. 

Stafford Borough Council spent £183,000 
for six exit packages in 2012/13 and £18,000 
for one the following year. 

Lichfield District Council made six people 
redundant at a cost of £193,277 in 2012/13 
and 27 at a cost of £630,878 in 2013/14. 

South Staffordshire Council axed four 
jobs in each year, costing £96,000 in 2012/13 
and £70,000 the following year. 

Axing 11 posts cost Wyre Forest Council 
£191,806 in 2012/13 while a further 13 the 
following year cost £156,039.

Drugs death 
man found 
by brother 

A MAN died after taking a 
drug overdose in his West 
Bromwich home, an inquest 
heard. Thomas Aspbury, 
aged 34, was found by his 
brother on October 21 who 
dropped by his home in 
Denbigh Drive, Hill Top, 
having not heard from him 
for several days. A toxicol¬ 
ogy report confirmed the 
presence of MDMA as well 
as traces of cocaine and am¬ 
phetamines in his blood. 

The inquest at Smeth¬ 
wick Council House on Jan¬ 
uary 6, heard on visiting 
the home, Mr Aspbury’s 
brother, Tony, found the 
house locked. After getting 
no answer, he removed a 
glass panel from the rear 
window to gain entry. 

He found his brother dead 
on the living room sofa. 
Next to him was a rolled-up 
£5 note and a white sub¬ 
stance believed by police 
to be cocaine. Police also 
found a cannabis cultivation 
set-up on the second floor 

Coroner Zafar Siddique 
said Thomas Aspbury died 
of acute cardiorespiratory 
depression due to fatal 
MDMA toxicity. He re¬ 
corded a verdict of drug-re¬ 
lated death. 


8pm, on October 23. 

He intended to collect 
some of his belongings, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court 
heard. Prosecutor Ms 
Megan Wynn-Owen said, 
while there, Francis asked 
for the victim’s mobile and 
thrust a pushchair at her 
causing her to fall to the 
sofa. He then took her dog, 
which he returned later. 

She went to bed later that 
night, securing the windows 
and doors, and was woken 
at 5.30am by a loud noise, 
which also woke her three 
young children. Ms Wynn- 
Owen said Francis forced 
entry to the home, held the 
victim’s neck down so she 
could not move and ‘de¬ 
manded to know where her 
new man was’. 

The children, aged two, 
five, and seven, entered the 
room and Francis left the 
property. Ms Wynn-Owen 
told the court that during 
interview Francis said he 
had received a message from 
the victim asking him to re¬ 
move his profile picture on 
Facebook - a photo of the 
pair together - as her new 
boyfriend did not like it. 

During sentencing, Re¬ 
corder Anthony Lowe said 
it was the breaking in to 
the house that troubled 
him most. A restraining 
order has also been issued 
preventing Francis from 
any form of contact with 
the victim and her children. 
The defendant had pleaded 
guilty to the charge at an 
earlier appearance. 


Honey causing a sweet buzz at farm

A COUNTRY farm shop is causing a 
buzz with hundreds of jars of freshly 
made honey. Sandwell Valley Country 
Park has collected around 700 jars of 
the sweet honey from its bees. 

The park has more than a million 
of the under-threat honey bees kept in 
30 hives at an apiary. 

The bees produce honey in the au¬ 
tumn. It has been collected and is 
now on sale at the park’s shop. Sen¬ 
ior countryside officer Malcolm Free¬ 
man said: “The honey is delicious and 


a real product of what we see down 
here. With the bees being under 
threat we made the decision two years 
ago to bring some here.” 

Exotic plants are planted around 
the apiary. One of the hives is behind 
glass for visitors to the attraction, off 
Salter’s Lane in West Bromwich, 

Mr Freeman said the honey could 
also help prevent people suffering 
from hayfever. He said: “The good 
thing about the honey is what it does 
for hayfever. If we take honey pro¬ 


duced locally it builds up our immu¬ 
nity to the pollen in the same area.” 

Last year the Government launched 
a 10-year Bee and Pollinator Strategy 
to encourage a ‘flower-rich habitat’ to 
provide more homes for wild honey 
bees. Scientists warn that British bees 
are in serious decline with 71 of wild 
bee species under threat. Loss of hab¬ 
itat and forage are the main problems 
facing wild bees. The country park has 
plans to introduce move hives, as well 
as moving them elsewhere in the park.

KATIE Hopkins, the one-time 
Apprentice candidate who now 
plies her trade trying to offend 
as many people as she possi¬ 
bly can with vitriolic comments 
on Twitter, surely hit a new low 
with her diatribe about Pauline 
Cafferkey. 

Pauline is the Scottish nurse 
who contracted Ebola after tak¬ 
ing part in an aid mission to help 
sufferers in Sierra Leone. 

Whatever one’s views of the 
mission, the risks involved, or 
the screening process for peo¬ 
ple returning from Sierra Leone, 
referring to somebody whose life 
is in grave danger as a “sweaty 
Glaswegian Ebola bomb” is 
surely beyond the pale. 

And, I would venture to sug¬ 
gest, a nurse who has put her life 
on the line to help save others, 
demonstrates far more courage 
than somebody whose main 
claim to fame is appearing on a 
television reality show and mak¬ 
ing snide remarks about north¬ 
ern car salesmen. 

Nevertheless, I’m totally with 
Hopkins when she says the po¬ 
lice should have better things to 
do than become embroiled in the 
row about her online bile. 

Defend 

Det Insp Glyn Roberts of Po¬ 
lice Scotland said: “Inquiries are 
ongoing into the nature of these 
tweets and to establish any po¬ 
tential criminality.” 

What? Inquiries are ongoing? 
Her rant consisted of 19 words. 
How long does it take to inves¬ 
tigate that? 

And how can there possibly 
be any criminality in a few rude 
words about the Scots’ propen¬ 
sity to perspire? 

Hopkins has hit back, saying 
‘the freedom to say only things 
that are polite is no real freedom 
of speech at all’, and while it 
pains me to say it, the old trout 
has hit the nail on the head. 

The French philosopher Vol¬ 
taire famously said: “I disap¬ 
prove of what you say, but I will 
defend to the death your right to 
say it.” 

And the police - not to men¬ 
tion the ‘hundreds’ of people 
who complained about her 
tweets - would do well to take 
that on board. 

Most right-thinking people will 
disapprove of what Hopkins has 
to say on many things. 

She makes her living trying 
gain people’s disapproval, and 
of course they play right into her 
hands every time they rise to the 
bait. 

But if we really do value the 
freedom of speech which we 
have taken for granted for centu¬ 
ries, we must all defend her right 
to be rude and unpleasant. 

Det Insp Roberts should have 
told the hundreds of complain¬ 
ants to get a life - and then in¬ 
structed his officers to catch 
some real criminals instead.

FOUR million conversations are 
what the Labour party’s leader 
says it must hold between now 
and polling day. 

Between them, shadow chan¬ 
cellor Ed Balls and shadow work 
and pensions secretary Rachel 
Reeves clocked up a few of 
those in Staffordshire and the 
Black Country recently. 

With no party commanding 
an overall majority in the Com¬ 
mons, the run-up to the May 7 
General Election is going to be 
something of a level playing field 
between Labour and the Con¬ 
servatives. 

They both need to hold on to 
every seat they won last time 
and to win even more if they 
are to avoid another compro¬ 
mise-laden coalition. 

Both are losing votes to oth¬ 
er parties, specifically UKIP, the 
Greens and the SNP (north of 
the border, obviously). 

Hence Miss Reeves played 
the consolidation game in Dud¬ 
ley North, the most marginal La¬ 
bour seat in the Black Country 
while Mr Balls headed for Can¬ 
nock Chase. 

The latter was the scene of a 
symbolic defeat, at least in nu¬ 
merical terms, for Labour. It’s 
where the Tories saw the largest 
swing to them in 2010. 

It contains, in theory, the larg¬ 
est proportion of voters who 
were prepared to desert one 
party for its arch enemy. If La¬ 
bour can win this back, it stands 
to reason it can win back others 
as well. 

Voter 

In the 1990s we had Essex 
Man, the typical voter described 
as ‘working class, father elec¬ 
trician, right-wing, keen hanger, 
noisily rambunctious, no sub¬ 
tlety’. Then Tony Blair came up 
with another type of voter, the 
so-called Mondeo Man. 

“His dad voted Labour,” he 
said. “He used to vote Labour, 
too. But he’d bought his own 
house now. He’d set up his own 
business. He was doing very 
nicely. ‘So I’ve become a Tory’, 
he said. In that moment, he crys¬ 
tallised for me the basis of our 
failure. His instinct was to get 
on in life. And he thought our in¬ 
stincts were to stop him.” 

In both Labour visits to the 
Black Country and Staffordshire, 
the front-benchers met appren¬ 
tices. Under Mr Blair there was 
a drive to get half of young peo¬ 
ple into higher education. Now 
there’s a renewed interest in ap¬ 
prenticeships to give employers 
the skilled workforce they need. 

While Mr Balls was tinkering 
around on a go-kart with two 
student mechanics at South 
Staffordshire College it occurred 
to me that Cannock Mechanic 
could well determine the out¬ 
come of this election. 

Whether it’s the young voter or 
their parent or grandparent, all of 
them want to know the younger 
ones are going to have a chance 
to get on in life, get a job and 
make a contribution.

HE was our man on the world’s 
remotest inhabited island but 
lives 6,000 miles away in the 
land-locked West Midlands. 

Chris Bates visited the volcanic 
rock outcrop of Tristan da Cunha 
in the South Atlantic Ocean three 
times in seven years as its official 
representative. 

He has been awarded an MBE for his 
work on behalf of the population of 267. 

The island, an overseas British ter¬ 
ritory, is halfway between Africa and 
South America. The only way to get 
there is on a boat that takes a week to 
sail to it from Cape Town. 

Mr Bates, who is married to 53-year- 
old Julie, was not paid for his role be¬ 
yond covering his expenses but he got 
involved with anything from negotiating 
international agreements to arranging 
shipments of bus stop signs. 

He stepped down from the position 
this week having done most of his work

meets the ex-ambassa¬ 
dor for the most remote 
island - based in Brum 

in a bedroom converted into an office in 
Selly Park in Birmingham. 

His job started after he visited the 
island in 2006 and because he loved it 
so much he signed a Foreign Office con¬ 
tract to be the UK representative. 

Represent 

As well as going to Tristan da Cunha 
he also went to London three times 
a week to meet ministers and would 
represent the island at conferences in 
Greenland, Brussels and the Cayman 
Islands. 

Mr Bates said: “It has been im¬ 
mensely satisfying to help the people of 
Tristan and this award is a great hon¬ 
our. I couldn’t have done it without the 


support of my wife and son, and without 
the great people of Tristan. They have 
risen to every challenge and always de¬ 
livered. They have been fantastic. 

“The great advantage Tristan has got 
is that it is so different to anywhere else 
on the planet and has a unique philoso¬ 
phy and way of life. 

“There is nowhere as remote so it 
grabs people’s attention and if you’re 
dealing with a Government minister it 
catches their interest. 

“I’m supposed to be retired and when 
I started I asked my wife if I could do it 
because I was meant to be a house-hus¬ 
band. I often took things like bus stops 
signs, wrapped in brown paper, down to 
the Post Office to send over to the is¬ 
land. 

“The requests were as varied as 
supplying dog whistles for shepherds, 
souvenir badges, silk ties and police 
badges.” 

Mr Bates had worked as a radio re¬ 
porter and first encountered the island 
while working for the Royal Norwegian 


Embassy in London. A decade later he 
edited a book by the island’s only police¬ 
man, Conrad Glass and visited for the 
first time in 2006 to stay with him. 

He realised that the islanders had no 
voice representing them to the rest of 
the world. 

“I knew exactly how bureaucracies 
worked but they didn’t have any idea 
how big companies worked so they 
asked if I would do it for them,” Mr 
Bates said. 

“A standard Foreign Office contract 
was drawn up and I became their UK 
representative. 

“They paid my expenses like my train 
fares or half of my phone bill but there 
was absolutely no salary at all.” 

Tristan da Cunha was discovered in 
1506 and was uninhabited until whalers 
from the USA used it in the late 1700s. 

A British navy garrison was stationed 
there while France’s Napoleon Bona¬ 
parte was exiled on St Helena. 

Three men stayed behind and founded 
the settlement that exists today. 
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Bosses failing as A&E crumbles 


WITH a lot of reporting about the situations 
at many hospital A&E departments why 
has no-one questioned whether a patient re¬ 
quiring urgent treatment and having been 
presented to the hospital via an ambulance 
with blues and twos is made to wait, due to 
so many patients already waiting? 

Is it because the nation is now so over¬ 
crowded that the health system cannot cope 
with high demand; is it because there are 
not enough nurses, doctors and porters? 
Could it be no actual trolleys, cubicles are 
available? However, what is clear is that 


there seems to be no overall management 
being applied, no-one delegating profes¬ 
sional priority. How many times have we 
been at A&E ourselves and watched as 
someone who had been waiting four hours 
is finally seen and within 30 seconds dis¬ 
charged with a prescription or plaster! 

But as it applies to more than one hospital 
it can’t be a matter of incompetence of indi¬ 
viduals, although an endemic incompetent 
system is not working. The pressure to see 
your GP worsening and now this affair.

Born alone in the world at 4.20am

GIVING birth all alone on a freezing 
pavement at 4.20am is no one’s idea of 
the perfect delivery. 

But little Josh Haddleton just 
couldn’t wait to come into the world 
and it was there, near the entrance of 
Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital, that 
his mother Alexandra Smith gave 
birth. 

Her flustered partner of 10 years 
Keiron Haddleton had hurriedly gone 
into the hospital to search for help 
when Josh decided he wasn’t going to 
wait a second longer. 

So it was outside on the pavement, 
all alone in the early hours in temper¬ 
atures below freezing that Miss Smith 
gave birth to her third child. 

As she wrapped her newborn baby 


in her coat and held him close, desper¬ 
ately trying to shield him from the icy 
air, and waited for help to arrive, she 
admitted it was a frightening few min¬ 
utes. The 29-year-old, of Bryan Budd 
Close, Rowley Regis, said: “I think I 
was in shock, I didn’t expect it to hap¬ 
pen. It was 4.20 in the morning, -2C 
and I just had him. It was amazing, it 
felt natural. 

“I just tried to keep him warm, hold¬ 
ing him like a rugby ball. It was scary 
but when I saw Keiron coming I knew 
it would be OK and help was coming.” 

Miss Smith said when she felt the 
baby coming two hours earlier at home 
on December 30, she assumed she 
would have a long wait ahead of her as 
had been the case with her other two 


children. 

She said: “With my other children, 
I had 10-hour and 12-hour labours so 
I thought I could take my time but 
after an hour and 45 minutes I kept 
saying: ‘we need to go now’. When we 
got to the hospital we went over the 
zebra crossing and I just couldn’t go 
any more.” 

Mr Haddleton, 29, admitted he was 
petrified when he returned to see his 
partner had given birth. 

He said: “I have never been so 
scared in my life. I just panicked and 
tried to find a towel to put over her 
and the baby. I was just scared, he 
wasn’t crying. 

“But as I got closer he cried and I 
was welling up too.”

Coach trip

A HORROR motorway crash that left seven 
passengers injured was caused after the 
coach driver fell asleep, a court heard. 

Children and teachers from across the Black 
Country had been heading for a seaside day out at 
Weston-super-Mare when the coach ploughed into a 
ditch off the M5 in Gloucestershire last August. 


Robert Blakemore, aged 
60, from Wolverhampton, 
last week pleaded guilty to 
driving without due care 
and attention at Stroud 
Magistrates’ Court. 

Blakemore was seen by 
passengers to have his eyes 
shut and chin resting on 
his chest at the time of the 
crash, magistrates were 
told. In total there was 53 
passengers on board. 

Seven people - one child 
and six adults, including 
Blakemore - suffered minor 
injuries. He told the court 
that he was currently on 
sick pay and unable to work 
because of a broken leg 
suffered in the crash. He 
added that losing his licence 
would mean he would lose 
his job. The coach was oper¬ 
ated by Lye-based Prospect 
Coaches. It had been taking

Centre in West Bromwich 
for a day out at the seaside 
in Weston-super-Mare. 

It was one of four Pros¬ 
pect Coaches - two from 
West Bromwich and two 
from Dudley - taking 
members of the Action For 
Children charity to the 
Somerset resort. In witness 
statements, three passen¬ 
gers said Blakemore woke 
when the coach was drifting 
towards the hard shoulder 
and a girl screamed, Stroud 
Magistrates’ Court heard.

Blakemore, who 
is diabetic, said he ‘did not 
black out’. He was handed 
a 15-month ban, fined £165 
and ordered to take an ex¬ 
tended test.

DESPITE being only 27, Na¬ 
dine Monk from West Brom¬ 
wich, a medical secretary at 
Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust 
(SWBH), has spent nearly a 
decade working for the NHS. 

Nadine started her career at the 
Manor hospital after earning her 
Medical Secretary diploma and 
has been a secretary in Diabetes 
and Endocrinology at SWBH for 
the past seven years and has been 
the sole secretary for the past two 
years. 

She has been fundamental in help¬ 
ing the team improve its quality of 
care. She helped initiate setting up vir¬ 
tual consultations, which helped doc¬ 
tors to consult with patients by using 
Skype, Face Time or over the phone. 

Demanding 

This idea contributed to the diabe¬ 
tes team winning the award for trans¬ 
formation at the trust’s annual staff 
awards 2014.

Now, she is aiming to 
bring more improvements to the vir¬ 
tual consultations and wishes to help 
the team progress further. 

Not only having a busy and reward¬ 
ing job, Nadine has a very meaningful 
and active personal life. In her free 
time, Nadine takes part in voluntary 
work with the Jehovah’s Witness 


group. She feels that this work has a 
large impact on her work ethic and 
dedication to her job. She also enjoys 
playing netball to keep her active. 

Above all, Nadine feels that her suc¬ 
cess today would not exist without her 
husband’s support. 

She said: “My husband is my true 
hero. He has given his full support to 
everything that I do.”

Happy family as heart-op 
Sebastian is back home 



TO say the last three years 
have been a struggle for the 
Garrett family is an under¬ 
statement. 

When Sebastian was born in 
2011, parents Stuart and Jenny 
were over the moon to welcome 
their second child into the world. 

But things took a turn for the worst 
when he was only six-weeks-old - dur¬ 
ing a routine check, a heart murmur 
was detected. 

Doctors soon diagnosed him with a 
severe heart condition and since then 
he has had to undergo three major op¬ 
erations and now only has half a heart. 

But the youngster is all smiles after 
making a full recovery from surgery 
and returning home to his family in 
Cheslyn Hay and was returning to play 
school this week 

Mr Garrett said: “It has been a 
tough three years. Sebastian went in 
for a routine check at six weeks and 
doctors picked up a heart murmur. 
We were allowed that day to go home, 
but things took a turn for the worst 
overnight and we had to take him into 
Stafford Hospital. 

“He wasn’t feeding properly and was 
breathless. He was connected up to an 
oxygen machine and had very low lev¬ 
els in his blood. He was struggling for 
oxygen. We took him into Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital and he was diag¬ 
nosed with a severe heart condition.” 

At seven weeks Sebastian underwent 
a heart operation and at 13 months 
had his first open heart surgery at 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital. In 
November last year he underwent his 
third procedure and returned home 
just in time for Christmas.” 

Mr Garrett continued: “Sebastian 
now has what they call a handmade 
heart. Only two chambers of his heart 
work instead of four. Essentially he’s 
only got half a heart. The staff at Bir¬ 
mingham Children’s Hospital were 


fantastic. The nurses there and the 
surgeons are so good at what they do. 

“There is no better place to take 
your child than there.” 

Since the operation, Sebastian has 
to take anticoagulant drug Warfarin 
every day as his blood is three times 
thinner than a healthy child. The 
youngster also has to have regular 
weekly hospital checks. 

But Mr Garrett, who is a business 
development executive, added: “Sebas¬ 
tian looks like a normal, healthy child 
- you wouldn’t know he only has half 
a heart just by looking at him. 

“It’s great that he’s going back to 
play school next week. There are risks 
though. If say he fell and banged his 
head, he could have internal bleeding 


and as his blood is a lot thinner than 
it should be, it is harder for it to clot. 
Doctors have said in the years to come 
he’ll need a heart transplant, but we’ll 
face that decision when it comes.” 

Mr Garrett added he and his wife 
Jenny, 29, a full-time mother and their 
daughter Livia-Rose, four, were de¬ 
lighted to have Sebastian back home. 

Mr Garrett said: “Sebastian can’t 
run like other children. He gets very 
breathless, but he gives it a go.” 

Birmingham Children’s Hospital 
provides the widest range of children’s 
health services for young patients, 
with more than 257,000 patient visits 
recorded every year. Sebastian is one 
of only eight children in the Walsall 
and Cannock area to be on Warfarin.

MEET Vampire, the five-year-old 
Hereford breeding bull. And it just so 
happens to be Vampire’s lucky day as 
he’s been introduced to more than 45 
lovely ladies at Forge Mill Farm. 

The fully working farm, at Sandwell 
Valley in West Bromwich, bought 
Vampire five weeks ago and he will 
stay for the foreseeable future as its 
resident breeding bull. 

Stockman Wayne Vale from West 
Bromwich said: “He is a great bull. 
Some can be a little bit difficult but he 
has a really nice temperament which is 
important on a farm like this. 

“He isn’t happy when you take him 
away from the ladies though.” 

Vampire arrived at the farm last 


month and has spent the last few 
weeks in quarantine. 

“Vampire comes from a long line 
of breeding bulls so that is where his 
strange name came from,” Mr Vale 
said. “Every animal has their own 
name and that is his. 

“We were on the lookout for a breed¬ 
ing bull so we went to market to find 
one. We found out that another farm 
had one up for sale so we went for him 
instead. 

“Although you have an agreement 
on trust with the other farm that 
everything will be normal you still 
have to be careful when you introduce 
a new animal into the herd. 

“They can bring all sorts of things 


with them so we have to put them into 
quarantine for a while.” 

When Vampire was released from 
quarantine yesterday, Mr Vale said 
the ladies took to him almost imme¬ 
diately. 

“The heifers seem to like him,” Mr 
Vale said. “Not to be crude but he has 
already started paying them visits and 
getting to work as it were. 

“We will keep him for a few years 
until he starts interbreeding and then 
we will have to move him on as we 
can’t have that. 

“I do not think that will be for a 
while yet though, he has got quite a 
few potential partners to get through 
first.”

Development near 
estate put racing 
on the right track 


IN 1825 Sir Alexander Staveley Hill 
was born In Dunstall Hall, pleas¬ 
antly out in the countryside some 
distance from Wolverhampton. 

He was to bitterly oppose the building of 
the Birmingham to Shrewsbury Railway, 
which opened in 1854 overlooking the east¬ 
ern side of his property, followed by the 
construction of Oxley Sidings and, worst of 
all, the Great Western Railway locomotive 
works on the other side, looming over him 
on Dunstall Hill. 

Changes 

The march of the new terraced streets of 
Whitmore Reans right up to the western side 
of his estate, must have been the final straw, 
and he moved out, to Oxley Manor, and sold 
Dunstall Park to a new racecourse company 
in 1887. 

Over the next 100 years the changes to the 
area around Dunstall Hill were minimal, but 
in the last 40 years small changes have made 
parts of the district hard to recognise in pho-

tographs which were taken only recently. 
The locomotive works were replaced by an 
industrial estate on Dunstall Hill, while the 
steady upgrade of the Stafford Road to a dual 
carriageway caused the Dunstall Odeon Cin¬ 
ema opposite the end of Bushbury Lane, to 
be demolished in 1981. 

The railway bridges nearer to town were 
changed and Christchurch on Five Ways Is¬ 
land was replaced by a mosque. 

The racecourse itself was even redevel¬ 
oped in 1993 and turned from a traditional 
all-grass course with a triangular layout, and 
ageing facilities, to an oval all-weather, flood¬ 
lit course. 

There are parts of Wolverhampton which 
are entirely recognisable in photographs 
taken 100 years ago, and that may be true of 
certain places in Dunstall. But in others, 40 
years ago is like a foreign land.

DANNY FARRAGHER talks to folk legend Andy 
Irvine about 50 years of playing on the move 


EVEN at the age of 72 
Andy Irvine seems to be 
constantly on the move. 

The day after this interview 
from his Fermanagh home he 
was heading out to Japan. 

And with a wry laugh, the qui¬ 
etly spoken musician admits to 
having itchy feet. 

“It would be true to say I have 
itchy feet. The trouble is every 
new place I go to I have to go back 
to, so every place I visit is added 
to the list. 

“I think I should never have 
written that song Never Tire of 
the Road, I sometimes feel I have 
to live up to it,” he jokes. 

The folk world may never have 
heard of Irvine had fate taken 
another path for him because as 
a youngster Irvine was a child 
actor.“I wasn’t treated by direc¬ 
tors and casts with the same kid 
gloves as I was as a child. When I 
look back now I wasn’t very good 
so it was a great relief for me to 
discover folk music when I was 
about 15. 

“I do wonder now in my old age 
what kind of an actor I would be, 
I am sometimes tempted to seek a 
part in something, but I probably 
won’t.” 

Irvine was born in London, in 
the middle of World War Two, to 
an Irish mother and Glaswegian 
father both of who had musical 
talent and he followed his mother 
onto the stage for a while but it 
was his discovery of music through 


performers such as Lonnie Done- 
gan, through whom indirectly 
he came across his idol Woody 
Guthrie, which led Irvine to Dub¬ 
lin and the burgeoning folk scene 
that was happening there. 

“I usually pinpoint 1965 as the 
beginning of my professional ca¬ 
reer when I stopped acting and 
started playing music, although 
my first gig was actually in ‘63. 

“My first success was with 
Sweeney’s Men not as Andy Ir¬ 
vine, it was only after that I grad¬ 
ually built up a bit of a following. 

Established 

“Dublin was a big learning 
curve. Sweeney’s Men were 1966 
but it wasn’t until 1972 with 
Planxty which was the biggest hit 
I was ever in and it certainly es¬ 
tablished me afterwards as a per¬ 
son in my own right. 

“I have never looked for success 
or to do anything other than play 
the music that I play and luckily 
enough people have liked it, that 
I have been able to earn a living.” 

In famous Dublin pubs such as 
O’Donaghue’s Irvine would play 
alongside musicians some of which 
are now legends. Ronnie Drew, 
Luke Kelly, Barney McKenna 
spring to mind. 

So over the decades he has been 
able to see and be involved in 


many changes on the music scene. 

“It’s hard to take the scene out 
of the world. If you go back to the 
sixties the world was a much big¬ 
ger place and the scene was much 
bigger . 

“Over my fifty-year career I have 
played in countries that I would 
never have thought of in the early 
sixties.Things move in and out 
of popularity, for instance if you 
play a tour of folk clubs in the UK 
you are not going to see too many 
young people. 

“In Ireland it’s slightly different 
because it doesn’t quite have the 
same grey beard tag. People have 
been saying for years in the British 
folk scene that folk clubs are not 
what they were and the scene is 
dying. 

“As far as I can see in the last 
15 years since people started say¬ 
ing this I have had a tour every 18 
months and I am sure people such 
as Martin Carthy would say the 
same.” 

Two years after the event of 
celebrating his 70th Birthday the 
album and DVD of the two nights 
of live music at Victoria Street is 
finally released. 

“It (the concert) was a really 
great experience, someone ran to 
Paul Brady in Vicar street and said 
to him ‘Aww that was great’ and 
Paul replied, yes Andy should have

more 70th birthdays.” 

It’s well documented he has 
been a big admirer of Woody 
Guthrie since discovering his 
name on a Lonnie Donegan album, 
he progressed to writing to the leg¬ 
end and even admitted to claiming 
to be the American hero . 

“Woody was a big influence on 
me way way back and has contin¬ 
ued to be and I will never know 
if all the travelling I have done 
is because of his influence or 
whether I had it in me and that’s 
why I admired him to that extent, 
a chicken and egg scenario. A lot 
of what he said and stands for is 


what I still say and stand for.” 

Now at the grand age of 72 are 
there no thoughts of retiring? 

“I can’t see any reason to retire . 
So I will die with my boots on. 

By his own admission, he has re¬ 
alised, and quite late he confesses, 
that he is not going to live forever 
so are there any burning ambi¬ 
tions left? 

“I still have to make the bloody 
Woody Guthrie album I have been 
threatening to make for the last 20 
years, I can’t pass away before I 
finished that one.” 70th Birthday 
Concert @ Vicar Street is available 
now from www.andyirvine.com.

Men in EDL 

clashes get 

total of 75 

years’ jail 


THEY brought terror to the streets of Bir¬ 
mingham and now a group of English De¬ 
fence League supporters have been jailed 
for more than 75 years. 

Violence flared at a protest in July 2013 which 
turned the city centre into a battleground as pav¬ 
ings slabs and bottles were thrown in horrific clash¬ 
es with police. 


Yobs also torched a 
Muslim prayer cap and 
Pakistani flag during the 
disorder in the city’s main 
entertainment district 
around Broad Street and 
Centenary Square. 

Operations were con¬ 
ducted across the Midlands 
and further afield to arrest 
those believed to be involved 
in the disorder. 

People were arrested from 
as far afield as West Sussex 
and Tyne and Wear, having 
travelled to the West Mid¬ 
lands to take part in the 
demonstration. Eleven of 
the defendants came from 
the Black Country and Bir¬ 
mingham. 

The sentencing began on 
December 11 with defend¬ 
ants appearing before the 
court right through until 
yesterday last Friday, when 
the final two sentences were 
passed. 

The sentences ranged 
from a 12 month community 
order to six and a half years 
imprisonment. 

Supt Richard Baker, from 
Birmingham police, said: 
“Violence has no place on 
the streets of Birmingham, 
regardless of motivation or 
whatever cause people are 
supporting.” 

Among those sentenced

was Jake Hill, aged 32, of 
Church Street in Stour¬ 
bridge, who was jailed for 
22 months. A court hearing 
last month heard how he 
pushed a policeman, spat in 
the direction of another and 
was part of crowd which at¬ 
tacked four officers trapped 
between two vans. 

Lee Joshua, 43, of St 
Marys Court in Brierley 
Hill, received a 16 month 
sentence. He was said 
to have been at the fore¬ 
front of attempts to break 
through police lines during 
the demonstration. 

Thomas Wilkie, 23, of 
Kent Road in Wednesbury 
was jailed for 18 months for 
his part in the disorder. 

CCTV footage showed 
him putting his foot to a 
hoarding and kicking out at 
a police officer, a court hear¬ 
ing was told. 

Also sentenced were 
Mark Connor, 25, of Tan- 
tara Stree, Walsall, who re¬ 
ceived 22 months in prison. 
John Warrender, 28, of 
Oakdale Close, Oldbury 
got 15 months. James 01- 
ley-Shields, 22, of Hanbury 
Hill, Stourbridge was jailed 
for 12 months.

The campaign forbids organised car cruising 


Injunction putting the 
brake on car cruising 


CAR cruising will be banned across the Black 
Country after a ground-breaking High Court 
injunction was secured by Wolverhampton, 
Dudley, Sandwell and Walsall councils. 

The injunction forbids people from participating 
in or promoting, organising or publicising a “car 
cruise” anywhere within the Black Country. 

Car cruising - the act of drivers meeting on the public 
highway on either an organised or impromptu basis to race 
or show off in their cars - is noisy, dangerous and illegal. 

Regular gatherings take place at a number of “hotspots” 
around the Black Country, where up to 250 vehicles and 
spectators turn local roads into a race track. 

They include the Black Country Route and Birmingham 
New Road in Wolverhampton, Flood Street in Dudley, Bean 
Road Industrial Estate, Tipton, Hallens Drive, Wednesbury 
and Brickyard Road, Walsall, as well as public and retail 
car parks across the Black Country. 

Local councils and the police have received hundreds 
of complaints about car cruising over the last few years, 


ranging from vehicles and spectators obstructing highways 
or residential or business properties, to dangerous driving, 
excessive noise, littering, verbal abuse and intimidation. 
There have also been a number of collisions involving vehi¬ 
cles taking part in car cruises. 

Wolverhampton, Dudley, Sandwell and Walsall councils, 
working in partnership with West Midlands Police, secured 
the injunction from the High Court in Birmingham last 
month. Anyone suspected of breaching it will be at risk of 
being in contempt of court, for which an adult can face up 
to two years in prison and a fine. 

Anti-social 

Speaking on behalf of the partners, Councillor Elias 
Mattu, Wolverhampton City Council’s cabinet member for 
leisure and communities, said: “Car cruising has been a 
bone of contention for residents and businesses for many 
years. 

“The activities are not only wholly anti-social, but also il¬ 
legal and dangerous, putting the safety of participants and 
spectators at risk. It’s only a matter of time until someone 
is seriously injured or even killed. 


T am confident this ground-breaking injunction will 
have a positive impact on the lives of law-abiding people in 
Wolverhampton, Dudley, Sandwell and Walsall.” 

Chief Inspector Kerry Blakeman, head of West Midlands 
Police’s Traffic unit, said: “This Black Country-wide in¬ 
junction will form the backbone of our on-going measures 
to target people using the road as a racetrack while ensur¬ 
ing the safety of others. 

“As well as the obvious dangers of driving at speed on 
urban roads, car cruising generates a lot of late-night noise 
nuisance for people living near key routes. 

Law abiding drivers can also feel intimidated when they 
inadvertently find themselves in the middle of a gather¬ 
ing.” 

Councillor Mattu added: “It should be stressed that we 
are not seeking to prevent legitimate car enthusiasts from 
enjoying their hobby. 

“What we want to do is put a stop to the menace of car 
cruising, which is making life a misery for so many people 
across the Black Country.” 

• Anyone who witnesses a car cruise on the public 
highway or public place is asked to call police on 101. 


Court action 

1) It is forbidden for anyone to participate in “car 
cruising” (as defined in the schedule below) any¬ 
where within the Claimants’ combined geographi¬ 
cal area known locally as the Black Country Area. 

2) It is also forbidden for anyone to promote, organ¬ 
ise, or publicise via e-mail, the internet or any publica¬ 
tion or broadcast, any “car cruising” within the defined 
geographical area. 

3) A power of arrest pursuant to section 27 Police and 
Criminal Justice Act 2006 shall apply to clause 1 above. 

4) The order and power of arrest shall continue for 3 
years following the commencement of this order or until 
it is varied or discharged by the court. This order shall 
come into effect at midnight on 2 February 2015 provid¬ 
ed that the Claimants have completed certain steps. It 
shall, subject to further order, expire at midnight 1 Feb¬ 
ruary 2018. 

5) Personal service of this injunction is dispensed with 
pursuant to rule 81.8 of the Civil Procedure Rules. 

Schedule 

1) “Car Cruising” means two or more motor vehicles 
(including motorbikes) between the hours of 3pm and 
7am being on a highway or in a publicly accessible 
place within the Black Country Area at which any such 
vehicle or occupant of a vehicle performs any of the pro¬ 
hibited activities listed in clause 3 below which causes, 
or is capable of causing, any of the prohibited conse¬ 
quences set out in clause 4 below. 

2) “Participating in car cruising” means being the driv¬ 
er of, or being carried in (or on), a motor vehicle (includ¬ 
ing motorbikes) in circumstances in which paragraph 1 
above applies. 

3) The prohibited activities referred to in clause 1 
above are: speeding; driving in convoy; racing; per¬ 
forming stunts; sounding horns/playing music as to 
cause a significant public nuisance; using foul or abu¬ 
sive language; using threatening, intimidating behaviour 
towards another person; and causing obstruction on a 
public highway, whether moving or stationary. 

4) The prohibited consequences referred to in clause 
1 above are: excessive noise; danger or risk of injury to 
road users (including pedestrians); damage or signifi¬ 
cant risk of damage to property; significant risk of harm; 
significant public nuisance; and significant annoyance 
to the public.

YOU spent weeks planning the 
perfect Christmas, getting the 
biggest turkey, the best presents 
for the children and the most at¬ 
tractive tree. 

But in the blink of an eye, it was all 
over and now you’re left with a huge 
hole in your finances to fill. Sound fa¬ 
miliar? 

Well here are at the top 10 ways to tackle 
that New Year debt. 

1. Assess your situation honestly - this 
is the only way you will be able to tackle 
the problem and find a solution. Work out 
exactly how much you owe, and who you 
owe it to. You may have a number of debts 
spread across different accounts and credit 
cards, and it is likely that some will date 
back many years, but you must include all 
of them. 

2. Work out your monthly outgoings - 
and be honest. When the doctor asks how 
much alcohol you drink each week, most 
people will bend the truth and come up 
with an ‘acceptable’ figure. But now you 
must calculate exactly how much you are 
spending on everything. This means house¬ 
hold bills, food, clothes, music, gym mem¬ 
bership, nursery fees.

Dog owners warning 


A COUNCIL leader says his authority’s 
tough stance on dog fouling will continue. 

Spray on stencils featuring the words 
‘clean it up’ under an outline of a pooch 
have been painted on dog fouling hotspots 
across Sandwell. 

As part of Sandwell Council’s crackdown, 
areas that have been flagged up as a prob¬ 
lem are being marked to let dog owners 
know they are being monitored. 

Around 130 messages have been painted 
so far, with wardens carrying out extra pa¬ 
trols in those areas. 

Since the launch of the campaign a year 
ago, 75 owners have been fined for not 
cleaning up after their pets while four peo¬ 
ple have even been taken to court. 


Council leader Darren Cooper said the 
authority would be continuing to take a 
hard-line stance against owners who don’t 
clean it up. 

He said: “As a dog owner myself, I just 
don’t understand the mentality of people 
who can let their dog do its business and 
then walk on by, leaving it for someone else 
to clean up. 

“It’s disgusting and it costs the council 
tens of thousands of pounds a year just 
cleaning up dog mess. 

“I know the vast majority of dog owners 
are responsible and I thank them for doing 
the decent thing and cleaning up after their 
dogs.”

Gary Lineker presents coverage of the 
opening FA Cup fourth-round match, which takes 
place at Abbey Stadium between the respective 
League Two and Premier League outfits. The hosts 
are the lowest-ranked club left in the draw, and will 
be delighted with this money-spinning tie against 
the 11-time champions, who have already 
negotiated one tricky fixture away to lower-league 
opposition in the shape of Yeovil Town in round 
three. The U’s squad contains former United 
midfielder Luke Chadwick and this is the first 
meeting between the sides since a two-legged 
League Cup encounter in 1991, which saw the Red 
Devils held to a 1-1 draw on this ground. 


D espite the best efforts of 

Jonathan Rhys Meyers in The 
Tudors and Eric Bana in The 
Other Boleyn Girl, it seems Henry 
VIII still has a very unglamorous 
image. 

Or as Damian Lewis puts it: “I think 
we all have this understanding that 
he was this womanising, syphilitic, 
bloated, genocidal Elvis character.” 

However, in new drama series Wolf 
Hall, adapted from Hilary Mantel’s 
two Booker-prize-winning novels, the 
actor is hoping we can see beyond 
the monarch’s weight and diseases. It 
helps that the story is approached 
from the perspective of Henry’s 
advisor Thomas Cromwell (acclaimed 
stage actor Mark Rylance). 

It’s also allowed Lewis to explore 
another side to the King. “I think what 
I’ve found in Henry is that the 
grandiose, more paranoid, self 
indulgent, self pitying, cruel Henry 
emerged in the period after this 
series... 

“What we’re trying to concentrate 
on a little bit is just to give a more 
varied portrait of Henry, and that’s 
really how this is written. Henry’s not 


in it very much but when we see him 
there’s great variety in his character 
and his personality... 

“We see him at times frightened by 
the memory of his mother and I think 
these are little insights that people 
won’t be used to, you know, and yet 
there are the similar things there, the 
vanity is still there, the self 
importance.” 

So it’s little wonder that the former 
Homeland star has mixed feelings 
about being able to empathise with 
his character. ‘The more I read about 
him the more I was happy - and 
alarmed - to find that I did share 
character traits with him. 

“I suppose everyone else will be 
the judge of it, but certainly sitting in 
the clothes, it feels like a canny piece 
of casting, because I do feel, I do find 
similarities between myself and him.” 

He adds: “I think there’s no 
question it helps having had the kind 
of schooling that I’ve had [at Eton] to 
play a King. Just the way, the sort of 
court structure, hierarchies, the way 
they’re set up, it’s something I feel I 
implicitly understand.” 


We’ll be able to see just how 
convincing Lewis is as the six-part 
series begins with the monarch 
desperate to produce a male heir, 
which means ending his marriage to 
Katherine of Aragon (Joanne 
Whalley). 

Unfortunately, Cardinal Wolsey 
(Jonathan Pryce) isn’t having 
much luck in persuading the Pope to 
annul the union - and if he falls from 
favour, that will also have a knock-on 
effect on his protege, Thomas 
Cromwell. 

When the Cardinal is dismissed as 
Lord Chancellor, the noble families of 
England begin jostling for position, 
keen to become the King’s next 
advisors, but Cromwell is hopeful that 
the Wolsey will eventually regain 
Henry’s favour. 

That could be tricky though, as 
the Cardinal has made many 
enemies at court, including one Anne 
Boleyn (Claire Foy), who still resents 
him for ending her betrothal to Henry 
Percy eight years earlier, and could 
now be in a position to take revenge 
as the King’s rumoured new 
mistress...

Kia’s quart-from-a-pint-pot small car, the 
facelifted Venga, is now on sale in the UK. 

There are restyled front and rear ends which give the Ven¬ 
ga a sportier appearance and the interiors have been re¬ 
freshed with added touches of luxury and more equipment. 
At the top of the range there is a new Venga 4 model. 

The new line-up is based on five trim grades and four en¬ 
gines, giving a choice of 11 models. The highly economical 
1.4- and 1.6-litre petrol and diesel engines are carried over 
from the previous Venga and give potential fuel economy 
of up to 64.2mpg, with C02 emissions as low as 117g/km. 
Intelligent Stop & Go (ISG) is standard where it can effect 
a worthwhile improvement in fuel consumption and emis¬ 
sions, and appears on all but one manual version. 

The 89bhp 1.4-litre petrol engine is offered with 1, 1 Air 
and 2 trim grades, while the 89bhp 1.4-litre diesel is re¬ 
served exclusively for Venga 2. The two 1.6-litre engines 
with manual transmission are available with grades 3 and 
4. The 1.6 petrol engine is also offered with a four-speed 
automatic gearbox in grades 2, 3 and 4. 

All versions have a more aggressive, sportier front bump¬ 
er and main grille, featuring a new take on the ‘tiger nose’ 
theme with high-gloss black mesh and a chrome surround.

There is a new Grey Metal Grain paint 
finish for the centre fascia of Venga 1,1 Air and 2, while high- 
gloss black continues to adorn Venga 3 and is replicated in 
the new Venga 4. 

Split rear seats that slide fore and aft by up to 130mm 
allow the passenger accommodation to be stretched when 
maximum luggage capacity is not needed.

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Prepare for the big freeze 


Experts at the Trust Group today urged mo¬ 
torists in the Midlands to get their cars ready 
for the snow and icy weather.

Dean Beddows, service manager at Wolverhampton said 
it was essential for motorists to give their cars a thorough 
health check before the bad weather sets in. 

“It’s a well-known fact that you are more likely to break 
down in bad weather - particularly when it is freezing cold 
- but by following Volkswagen’s winter health checklist you 
can help yourself avoid problems when the snow falls.” 

Dean said things for motorists to check and keep an eye 
on included: 

• Tyres. Winter motoring requires at least 3mm of tread 
on all tyres and it makes sense to check pressures every 
week. If you need new tyres make sure you fit a reputable 
make from a good source, and consider winter tyres for 
improved safety. 

• Antifreeze. Keep it topped up and if you are concerned 
get your garage to check concentration to ensure ade¬ 
quate cold temperature protection. 

• Battery. Older batteries often fail when the weather 
turns nasty. If your battery is more than five years old it 
might be time to consider a replacement to avoid a nasty 
surprise when the mercury dips. 

• Screen wash. Don’t be tempted to settle for washing up 
liquid, which can smear the windscreen and reduce visibili¬ 
ty. Use a 50 per cent mix of a good quality brand to reduce 
the risk of its freezing in the cold. 

• Windscreen. Clean the inside with glass cleaner to 
avoid dazzling rays from the low sun. And check your wip¬ 
ers are in good condition before they are put to too much 
work in the rain, sleet and snow. 

• Service. Get your car serviced by a professional in time 
for the bad weather if you want to put your mind at rest. That 
way any nasty surprises should be spotted in time to be put 
right before they can do too much harm. 

Dean also urged motorists not to be lulled into a false 
sense of security by the current mild weather and to make 
sure they had a winter emergency kit in the boot of their car. 


“Nobody thinks they are going to be caught out, but 
every year we get at least one fall of heavy snow which 
leaves some drivers trapped in their car overnight. 

“By making sure you have an emergency kit in the ve¬ 
hicle you improve your chances of both getting through 
the night unscathed and doing so with at least a degree 
of comfort. 

“A typical kit should include a blanket, rug or sleeping 
bag, shovel, bits of carpet or thick cardboard to place under 
driven wheels to help regain traction on ice or snow and 
some salt or sand. 

“Drivers should also carry sufficient reflective jackets, an 
ice scraper and de-icer, torch and batteries, tow rope, snow 
chains, jump leads, bottled water, snacks such as choco¬ 
late and cereal bars, and extra screen wash. 

“It is also a good idea to have a spare charged battery 
for your mobile phone in case you find yourself stuck for 
some time. 

“The teams at our garages are always more than happy 
to offer advice and help to any motorist who is unsure about 
what they might need, and we would urge them to drop in 
for a chat to see how we can help put their minds at ease.”

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Super cool 
Leon Cupra 
- grace with 
lots of pace

I’m going to start at the end. Having this car 
parked outside my flat for the last six months 
has been a privilege. 

It reminds me every time I drive it that there are 
fast, fun cars out there that you don’t need to thrash 
around like you’re a hormone-charged teenager. It’s 
a car in which you can chill out just as much as go 
sports car-baiting - but boy, is it good at the latter. 

First let me sum up the performance. When you let it 
loose, the Cupra 280 runs riot like a furiously territorial bull. 
It rampages through the DSG gearbox with the front tyres 
on the limit, slamming each new ratio home with a satis¬ 
fying whump in the back and a cheeky parp from the twin 
exhausts. 

I reckon it could - and should - be a bit louder in Cupra 
mode; the angriest of the four driving mode selector op¬ 
tions. When Comfort and Individual modes can take care of 
the quiet, relaxed, everyday thing, there’s no reason to hold 
back with Cupra. 

The VAQ triple-clutch differential assist on the front axle 
is worth its weight in unobtanium, managing the immense 
torque across the grippy front Bridgestones to devastating 
effect. Dry weather traction is unbelievable: violent, relent¬ 
less and intoxicating. Your tyre fitter will thank you for the 
extra business if you enjoy it too often. 

The DSG gearbox is a thorn in the car’s side. It’s a bit 
fragile, so torque has to be limited and fed in slowly when 
the turbo first spools up. It helps to make the automatic Cu¬ 
pra the gentler and more relaxed option compared to the 
manual, but the latter is more immediate, more explosive, 
more raw and, believe it or not, smoother - unless you’re a 
complete dunce with the clutch. 

Additional 

Then there’s the lack of real manual control to boost the 
sense of driving involvement. If you don’t shift up in time, it’ll 
do it for you, so if you’re just a fraction late with the shift pad¬ 
dle, you end up switching two gears instead of one. It could 
definitely be implemented better. At the additional price it 
commands, it’s hard to recommend DSG. 

But either way, having that swell of torque on tap is a joy 
even if you only ever use 20 percent of it on your commute. 
Just knowing it’s there is enough to put a smile on your face. 

Over my time with it, I did come across some annoying 
niggles. The CD player being in the glove box is one of 
them, and the desperately old-tech media screen is another 
- I’m sure the screen on my first mobile phone had better 
resolution. 

OK, I exaggerate, but it really isn’t good enough for a 
2014 car costing almost £30,000 before options. Thankfully, 
the much-improved unit from the Leon X-Perience could see 
production in the Cupra in a year or two. 

I’ve really grown to like the wheels. They give stance. 
I wasn’t sure about them to begin with, thinking them on 
the large side for the size of car. At 19 inches, they make 
one heck of a statement and initially I’d have preferred the 
18-inchers available only for the Leon FR, but the more you 
look at this car, the more the wheels make sense. 

It’s not a massively overstated car in terms of its styling, 
but there’s no question in my mind that the wheels add at¬ 
titude. 

Until you kerb them, anyway. Protect them if you can. 

What I really love about the hottest Leon is that it’s not 
perfect. My affection for it comes squarely from the heart 
rather than the head. There are flaws to accept and work 
around, just like with a husband or wife, but it’s all part of 
the hot Seat’s unique character. It helps that it’s especial¬ 
ly beautiful in the three-door SC body style with its sleekly 
sloping roof line and rear three-quarter curves to die for. 

The Leon Cupra 280 is uber-desirable; it’s a car you buy 
because it pulls your heartstrings more than any of its rivals. 
But rest assured it has the bite to back up its bark.

And the Welshman 
was a bundle of boundless, 
frustrated energy through¬ 
out the afternoon. 

Disjointed 

Sadly, his team were un¬ 
able to match his all-action 
touchline display and, in¬ 
stead, produced their latest 
flat, disjointed performance 
and were fortunate to come 
up against a Hull side who 
were arguably even worse. 

That Albion have Bera- 
hino back in goalscoring 
form despite his latest set 
of off-field distractions has 
been the biggest plus point 
from the early days of the 
Pulis era. 

Keeping the young striker 
fit and firing will be key to 
the new boss’s hopes of 
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dragging his side clear of 
danger in order to stamp his 
own mark fully next sum¬ 
mer. 

Because elsewhere, with 
or without the galvanising 
influence of the forthright 
Welshman, the squad re¬ 
mains in need of a major 
overhaul the like of which 
the Baggies rarely manage 
in January. 

For most of Saturday’s 
drab, uninspiring encoun¬ 
ter, this Albion showing 
could quite easily have come 
straight from the box of 
listless, lacklustre displays 
under former boss Alan Ir¬ 
vine. 

Indeed, had Irvine re¬ 
placed Stephane Sessegnon 
with 14 minutes remaining 
and his team in desperate 
need of a goal as Pulis did, 
the chorus of boos around 
The Hawthorns would have 
been deafening. 

In reality it was a per¬ 
fectly logical move after 
another underwhelming dis¬ 
play from the former record 
signing and Pulis, the new 
man with the big reputation 
and impressive CV, got the 
benefit of the doubt and just 
two minutes later the break¬ 
through arrived.

Tony in 
charge, 
Burton 

TECHNICAL director Ter¬ 
ry Burton insists Tony Pulis 
will call the shots on Albion 
transfers and has blasted 
criticism of the club’s struc¬ 
ture as “rubbish”. 

Burton says Pulis will 
have the final say on new 
faces and insists he is simply 
there to help the new Haw¬ 
thorns head coach. 

“It’s rubbish the things 
that have been written and 
spoken about,” said Burton. 

“The thing I think every¬ 
body gets fazed about is the 
titles: technical director and 
head coach. 

“It is football people work¬ 
ing together with one aim, 
which is to win matches. 

“My role is to assist the 
head coach. If somebody had 
called me an ‘assistant’ it 
would have been clearer and 
everyone would have said: 
‘Oh, is that what happens?’ 

“My role is to assist the 
head coach in whatever way 
I can and to work between 
the head coach and the 
board and chairman. It is no 
different really from many 
other roles I have done in 
football - maybe just differ¬ 
ent in that most of those ‘as¬ 
sistant’ roles have been out 
on the football pitch, out on 
the training ground, work¬ 
ing with the team.”

ALBION will be backed by 
5,500 fans for their FA Cup 
fourth-round clash at Bir¬ 
mingham. 

The Baggies were given 
an extra 1,300 for the Jan¬ 
uary 24 match, which will 
be the sides’ first meeting in 
the tournament since 1968.
